well  bores  drilled  across,  through  and  under  the  drillsite  and  leased  premises.  If 
this  Lease  terminates  as  to  the  leased  premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  the  surface 
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and  subsurface  easement  and  right-of-way  granted  to  Lessee  in  this  Paragraph 
shall,  nevertheless,  survive  such  termination  for  so  long  as  Lessee  produces  oil, 
gas  and  associated  substances  from  the  off-lease  wells  or  maintains  a  lease  on 
which  an  off-lease  well  has  been  drilled  by  payment  of  shut-in  royalties, 
operations  or  as  otherwise  provided  therein." 

Lessor  hereby  adopts,  ratifies,  and  confirms  the  Lease  as  to  all  of  the  terms  and 
provisions  therein,  as  previously  amended  and  as  amended  by  this  Amendment  of  Oil,  Gas  and 
Mineral  Lease,  and  for  the  same  consideration,  Lessor  does  hereby  lease,  grant,  demise,  and  let 
the  lands  covered  by  the  Lease  unto  Lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  accordance  with  all  of 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Lease,  as  previously  amended  and  as  amended  hereby.
